UPDATE SILVIA BARALDINI 


On December 18, 1997, the United States Parole Commission, in a two page decision, denied Silvia Baraldini’s 
application for release on parole and immediate deportation to Italy. The reasons given for this denial and the 
determination that Silvia should do every day of the maximum sentence meted out by the trial judge, have broad 
political implications for all political prisoners. 
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The Board acknowledged that Silvia did not directly participate in any actions which resulted in harm to people, that 
she has an exemplary prison record, and that she has suffered extreme hardship through her illness and the death of 
her sister. They denied parole because she supported the actions at the time and she failed to “cooperate” with law 
enforcement by refusing to provide information during her parole hearing: “... your insistence that the Parole 
Commission should grant you a parole based upon the alleged change in your outlook, notwithstanding your continued 
refusal to offer any cooperation with law enforcement authorities regarding the criminal operations with which you 
were involved, is not an acceptable basis for parole.” (US Parole Commission, Notice of Action on Appeal, 12/18/ 
97) The decision makes it clear that answering any and all questions from the FBI about one’s activities, friends and 
comrades is the only road to parole. This denial is a policy statement--parole only comes when you are willing to give 
up your principles for freedom. This, Silvia will never do. 


On behalf of Silvia and the Release Silvia Committees in New York and San Francisco, we want to thank everyone. 
In Silvia’s own words: “Despite the categorical denial of my request for parole, the work done by the committee and 
by everyone who contributed to the effort was very important. The parole package presented to the Board demonstrated 
a broad range of support that could not be easily discounted. On a personal note, it was a morale booster to know that 
so many supported my petition for'parole. It certainly made a very difficult process more bearable.” 


In April 1997, the Italian government and Silvia applied for repatriation for the fifth time. The U.S. government has 
not responded: We will continue our work on Silvia’s behalf.

Ana Lucia Gelabert, a 58 year old Cuban woman in 
prison in Texas, needs our support. Because of her activ- 
ism in prison, she has been able to leave her cell for 
exercise only six times since Feb. 1997. As further 
retaliation, she was moved from her job in the Clothing 
Room to the "medical" Hoe Squad. Legally, she should be 
exempt from field work like the Hoe Squad because she 
is over 55 years old. The prison administration has also 
confiscated all her vitamin supplements, and is claiming 
that she no longer has asthma (which she's had since 
childhood) and has cancelled herinhaler. The Hoe Squad 
is not only physically stressful and potentially damaging, 
but it may also expose Ana Lucia to harmful chemicals, 
both of which increase the likelihood of an asthma attack.

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Further expose’ of abuses at pelican bay calif max 
prison has been added to the world wide web. s.f. attor- 
neys Graham Noyes & Allen Hopper & New College 
student Kristen Hazard have taken the pelican bay struggle 
into cyberspace. Noyes represents Steve Castillo, a peli- 
can bay prisoner, thru the federal pro bono project of the 
s.f. bar association. Castillo has been imprisoned in the 
SHU (security housing unit/super max) on an indetermi- 
nate term based on allegations of gang association. Re- 
member, there needs to be no proof; only allegations. 
Noyes contends that Castillo is being punished for his 
legal assistance to fellow prisong as a good jailhouse 
lawyer. 

The virtual SHU allows the viewer to experience the 
Kafkaesque maze of injustice that confronts the prisoner. 
The site describes & graphically illustrates the condi- 
tions in the SHU: 22 1/2 hrs a day lockdown...denial of 
access to exercise materials...no activities of any kind...no 
human contact...The site is illustrated with original art- 
work by prisoners. It also contains the full text of MADRID 
v. GOMEZ, the class action lawsuit that found systematic 
abuse at pelican bay...

made a treaty of cession, nor did we make any agreements 
giving our land to the US - ever. 
SOME PERSPECTIVE | 

The US is a forerunner in TAKING other peoples land 
without their approval - is it because they had and now 
have the weapons of mass destruction? In the history of 
westward movement, the indigenous people have been 
massacred and murdered. There was a bounty on men, 
women, and children, and populations were reduced to 
about 2%. This was physical genocide. Today there is 
destruction of Mother Earth, destruction of water, air 
contamination. These things, Earth, Water, and Air, are 
the most sacred to Indigenous peoples, and they represent 
life. I call this the final act of genocide - spiritual geno- 
cide against the Western Shoshone peoples. 

Is it because they all think of indigenous peoples as 
infidels, heathens or savages? They did and still do clas- 
sify us as,our relative the Coyote, or any animal to be 
removed arid placed where they want us to be. 

Again, my opinion. The environmental damage - OK’d 
by the BLM - that has been done and is still being done to 
the Mother Earth and destruction of the Natural Aquifer 
is devastating to all life, and of course this will include 
human life as well as animal and bird and every other life 
that is out there. If the BLM continues on this journey of 
approving open pit mines and de watering, this is much 
worse than their claim of over grazing. They may have 
gold - but there will be no water. No water, No life - it’s 
that simple.

Basque Country News 


Citizens in Basque country with the help of the Basque 
Anti-Torture Group (T.A.T.) and Senideak (family mem- 
bers of Basque political prisoners, refugees, and 


deportees) are joining forces in defense of prisoners 


currently being held in Spain and are demanding their 
immediate transfer to Basque country. 

Recently there have been two incidents that have fig- 
ured prominently in both Basque and Spanish news. The 
first incident involved an organization called ETA, which 
had previously taken armed action against Spanish prison 
staff after their demands for an end to the inhumanity and 
cruelty against the prisoners went disregarded. The ETA 
announced a total suspension of all actions as an effort 
towards a more humane approach to the conflict. 

The second important event is the resolution adopted by 
the Committee Against Torture (CAT) of the United 
Nations urging the Spanish government to consider doing 
away with the situations in which the detainees may be 
held incommunicado for prolonged periods with restric- 
tions on their rights to have access to the legal assistance 
of a lawyer of their choice. 

In January 1987, after the breakdown in talks between 
the organization ETA and the Spanish government, the 
prison dispersal policy was instated and applied to Basque 
prisoners as a whole - 462 in November 1997. It has 
meant the ongoing denial of basic human rights. The 
dispersal law is in direct violation of the Spanish legal 
system, whose General Penitentiary Organic Law (LOGP) 
calls for prisoners to serve their sentences near their 
homes in order to avoid their social uprooting. 

During the period between 1987-1997 there have been 
352 beatings, restrictions on visits, bans on the use of the 
Basque language, poor sanitary conditions, and isolation. 
In 1997, three of the political prisoners died. Two were 
found hanging in theircells, one with feet bound and hands 
tied behind the back, and the third from cancer which was 
a direct result from the negligence of prison health care. 
The three deaths bring the number of Basque prisoners 
who have died in Spanish and French prisons to 13. 

Since the beginning of October 1997, prisoners have 
been resisting with acts of disobedience and protests 
including hunger strikes and voluntary confinement. There 
has also been a massive surge of outrage from all walks of 
Basque society including institutions and political par- 
ties which had originally been in favor of the dispersal 
policy. In addition, there has also been support from 
grassroots organizations, trade unions, peace and human 
rights organizations, the Catholic Church, and from the 
public throughout Europe. 

The widespread display of support has had a dramatic 
effect on the position of Basque political forces. On Dec. 
18, 1995 the Basque Parliament adopted a resolution 
which urges “the Ministry of the Interior to introduce a 
plan for Basque citizens-held to be located closer to 
home, allowing them as soon as possible to serve their 
sentences in prisons located closer to their usual places 
of residence.” This initiative has sparked international 
support, in particular, the European Committee for the 
Prevention of Torture of the Council of Europe (CPT), 
The Association for the Prevention of Torture (APT), the 
International Prison Observatory (OIP) and the European 
Parliament. 

Despite all the support the only thing the Spanish Gov- 
ernment has done is leak to the press that certain prison- 
ers may be transferred from the Spanish held Canary 
Islands, but there has been no concrete policy created to 
‘reduce the suffering of the prisoners and their families.

Puerto Rican Prisoners Rights Violated 


On Thursday, February 5, 1998, prison authorities at 
USP Lewisburg placed Alberto Rodriguez, a Puerto Rican 
political prisoner, in isolation without explanation. Ac- 
cording to information received from prisoners inside 
USP Lewisburg, by the National Committee to Free 
Puerto Rican Political Prisoners and Prisoners of War, 
the Latino prisoners were petitioning that the administra- 
tion add a Spanish TV Network to the channels available 
to them through their closed circuit cable TV system. 

The administration singled out Edwin Cortes, also a 
Puerto Rican political prisoner, to be responsible for 
organizing the petition. They claimed that since he had 
too much influence over the prisoners he must be the one 
organizing the petition. They brought him in and threat- 
ened him with punitive measures if the petition contin- 
ued. Alberto Rodriguez upon hearing of the way the 
authorities dealt with Edwin wrote a letter to the warden 
characterizing the administration's harassment of Edwin 
Cortes as “stupid”. Later that day guards came to Alberto 
and with no explanation placed him in complete isolation. 

This account clearly demonstrates petty and abusive 
behavior against the prisoners involved. Latino prisoners 
have the right to petition to have a Spanish network in their 
cable programing.
